Wa t a individual cells of this 
boy, this organism—mankind. And 
as cells, we might possibly have 
the right to reset in righteous 
indignation at the seeming callous 
outlook much of the organism— 
mankind—has. 
But perhaps that la being too 
hasty in our judgment. 
Perhaps 
a growing boy pausing ever so 
slightly to recollect the historic 
drama j>f the Christmas Infant is 
all we would hope for. 
Two thousand years ago, we had 
not even this one day. 
We have 
progressed, as far as that goes, 
by a whole 24 hours. 
And some day, it is hoped, the 
boy will mature. 
And, whatever 
god he may pray to, will embrace 
the essence of the Bethlehem In­ 
fant’s 
teachings, 
namely, 
that 
Good and not Evil, nor Force, nor 
Riches will one day rule man­ 
kind’s life. 
Christmas, then, is the day we 
recognize our Immaturity. 
And 
more, it is the day when we re­ 
new and sharpen our vision of the 
goal the Infant of the Stable set 
for us that first Christmas night. 
Someday, the boy that is man­ 
kind will become a man. And that 
is the hope of Christmas.

SONDRE STROM, 
Greenland. 
—When you look at the map of the 
Arctic, it seems as if you could 
almost 
throw a snowball 
from 
Labrador 
to 
Greenland. 
But it 
took five hours of steady flying 
from 
Goose 
Bay in a big 
Air 
Force Constellation to reach sou­ 
thern Greenland. 
Below us were first the 
trees, 
rocks, mountain ranges of Labra­ 
dor, then the open sea—cold, stud­ 
ded with icebergs, little icebergs 
at first, then bigger and bigger 
until the sea was all ice—some 
times cracks in the ice, but most­ 
ly ice. Not an inviting place to 
land. You can understand why the 
Air Force must 
have bases 
In 
this area, why men have to spend 
Christmas here, many lonesome 
miles from home. 
/ 
We flew on. 
At noon the sun 
tried to come out, 
crimson and 
beautiful, but tired. 
After a fee­ 
ble discouraged glow in the east. 
it set at 1:15 p. rn. leaving us and 
the plane 
alone 
in the 
Arctic 
night. 
It was warm inside the plane, 
almost too warm. 
Below a man 
could not last more than a few 
hours, even in 
Arctic 
clothing. 
Man has conquered part of 
the 
Arctic, has built air bases, bar­ 
racks, even attractive churches, 
clubs, and gymnasiums. 
But out 
on the ice floes and the polar cap 
he cannot live, and woe unto any 
plane forced down on that sim­ 
mering, cruel, relentless ice. 
Sondre Strom is located up 
a 
narrow fiord. 
In the west they 
would call it a canyon. One thou 
sand 
American troops are sta 
tioned here to fuel and repair U. 
S. bombers on practice maneuv­ 
ers, or help Scandinavian airlines, 
if necessary, on its nolar hop from 
Los Angeles to Stockholm. 
All American bases in Green­ 
land are operated by courtesy of 
the Danes. If they get tired of us 
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they can kick us out. 
American 
officials pay tribute to the fine 
cooperation of the Danes, and so 
far 
relations 
have 
been good. 
American troops are well behav­ 
ed, 
though 
actually 
there isn’t 
much contact. 
There 
are only 25,000 
Green­ 
landers in Greenland, an area al­ 
most four times as big as Texas. 
Most of the population lives in the 
extreme south or the east coast. 
Center of Greenland is an icecap, 
in some places 10,000 feet thick. 
It never melts, even in the sum­ 
mer. 
No man can live there. In 
the 
extreme 
north, 
the 
total 
Greenlander population is 360. 
Greenlander, 
incidentally, 
is 
the name given to the mixture of 
Danes and former Eskimos. 
Ac­ 
tually, there are no pure so-called 
Eskimos 
left. 
They 
no longer 
live in igloos made of blocks of 
ice 
but in some cases, 
modern 
houses, 
according 
to what they 
can afford. 
Polar b ean and polar foxes are 
now reserved only for Greenland­ 
ers. 
No 
American 
can 
shoot 
them. 
Nor can American troops 
have contact with a Greenlander. 
This is to protect the latter from 
the diseases of modern 
civiliza­ 
tion. Whooping cough or measles, 
for 
instance, 
can be fatal to a 
Greenlander. 
The. have built up 
no immunity. 
That’s why Green­ 
landers live in communities segre­ 
gated by law, as far as American 
troops are concerned. 
ROOTER FOR GTS 
Sondre Strom is under the com­ 
mand of Col. William 
Jowdy, 
a 
native of Rainier, Ore., but now 
an adopted Texan. 
He smokes 
long black cigars, is proud of his 
base, and seemed genuinely glad 
to see us. The frst thing he did 
wan to try to persuade us to give 
two shows 
instead of one. 
His 
troops, he said, hadn’t seen any 
entertainment 
since 
September, 
and the theatre was too small to 
hold his 1,000 men. 
Y.'e didn’t arrive until 4:30 and 
were supposed to leave at 5 p. rn 
in order to reach northern Green­ 
land in time for a night’s rest, but 
people in show business are soft­ 
ies. 
We gave two shows. 
Three-quarters through the sec 
ond show, our pilot, Maj. Jam es 
Laney of Springfield, Mo., phoned 
to say 
that snow was beginning 
to fall and after another 45 min­ 
utes he wouldn’t be able to fly out 
through the narrow' fjord en route 
to Thule. 
I cut off Ella Logan before her’ 
encore, closed the show,"and the 
cast rushed to get packed. While 
they packed, Colonel Jowdy took 
me to see his most prized posses 
sion — 
a 
plaque awarded 
the 
Sondre Strom base as the most ef 
ficient in the Northeast Air Com­ 
mand, w’hich includes Labrador, 
Newfoundland and Greenland. 
“The plaque really ought to go 
to these boys up here,” said the 
colonel. 
He went on to tell me. 
with conviction, that the greatest 
asset the Air Force had was the 
ingenuity of American boys. 
“ We have had to truck our sew 
age off the base,” 
he explained 
“I4 
freezes 
if we pipe it. 
And 
when the 
motor on 
the sewage 
pump wore out my men concoct 
ed a scheme to get along without 
the extra motor. 
They ran the 
truck manifold through the truck, 
cut a hole in it, and sucked the 
sewage out like a vacuum clean 
ar. They can lick any problem if 
you give ’em a chance.” 
GLASS AT NORTH POLE 
THULE, Greenland—Arrived at 
this northern tip of Greenland just 
after midnight. 
It’s warmer than 
in Labrador—only 15 degrees be­ 


low. Yet this is about 1,300 miles 
farther north and 
800 miles in­ 
side the Arctic Circle. 
Maybe 
the warm spell will leave shortly. 
Col. Frank Ellis of Covington, 
Ky., the base commander, told 
me he had flown over the North 
pole a couple of months before— 
it’s only a short hop in a jet fight­ 
er—and found it rather dull. 
No­ 
thing below except ice with a few 
cracks in it and water 
showing 
through. 
When he war there in 
September it looked as if the wat­ 
er 
wasn’t 
frozen. 
Unlike 
the 
South Pole which is solid land, 
the North Pole is just floating Ice. 
I asked Colonel Ellis what the 
formality was when you crossed 
the North Pole. 
“Do you perform 
a ceremony 
as 
you do when 
you cross the 
equator?” I asked. 
“Some people throw out a bottle 
with a message 
in it,” 
he ex­ 
plained. 
“Of course, 
the bottle 
breaks, and so many people have 
thrown out bottles that I expect 
there must 
be quite a litter 
of 
broken glass around the Pole.” 
Got to bed around I a. rn. We’d 
been up since 5:30. 
It’s nice and 
warm in the hospital and guest 
house where we are quartered. In 
fact, it’s almost too hot to sleep.

WASHINGTON (^B ackstairs at 
the White Housj: 
There will be no Christmas office 
parties around the White House on 
this Christmas Eve if President 
Eisenhower or Sherman Adams, 
the 
assistant to the President, 
know anything about it. 
The President and Adams feel 
very strongly against office party­ 
ing, especially at Christmas time. 
If a member of the staff wants to 
hoist a Yuletide cup during busi­ 
ness hours today, he will adjourn 
to one of the neighborhood bars— 
if he knows what’s good for him. 


The chief executive is no blue­ 
nose and serves drinks himself in 
the residential 
quarters of the 
White House. But ever since he’s 
been in office he has frowned on 
so-called office parties, no matter 
how festive or appropriate the oc­ 
casion. 
Although this might seem re- j 
strictive to home, it * works out j 
rather well in the long run be- j 
cause it gets most of the staff; 
members home early on Christmas ! 
Eve and in good shape, much to 
the delight of their families. 
A Christmas Eve drink was the 
norm rather than the exception in 
White House offices during some 
past administrations, but the high 
command of the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration let it be known in 
Christmas, 1953, their first Christ­ 
man in office, that they thought 
the executive offices were not the 
proper locations for office parties. 


Probably on no previous Christ­ 
mas has the White House been so 
inundated by gifts for the Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Eisenhower.

WASHINGTON HPI — Churches 
have a long way to go in their ef­ 
forts to "put Christ back 
into 
Christmas” the dean of Washing­ 
ton Cathedral said today. 


Despite a marked increase 
in 
attendance at Christmas worship 
services in the last few years, the 
Very Rev. 
Francis 
Sayre 
said, 
there are still "a great 
many 
Americans to whom the birthday 
of Christ is "merely an excuse for 
wassailing.’* 
Reminding people of the true 
meaning of Christmas — through 
religious themes in greeting cards, 
store window displays and else­ 
where -— is 
a 
"commendable” 
movement, the Episcopal clergy­ 
man said. But it can have only a 
‘limited” 
effect 
in 
rescuing 
Christmas from "paganization.” 


The basic problem, he said, 
is 
that millions of people, including 
many nominal Christians, do not 
really believe the "glad tidings of 
great joy” which Christmas pub­ 
lishes to the world. 


"Christmas represents the com­ 
ing of 
Jesus Christ 
into the 
world,” he said, "and observance 
of it consciously or unconsciously 
reflects the importance we attach 
to that event. 


"For those 
who believe that 
‘God was 
in Christ, 
reconciling 
the world unto himself, Christmas 
will always bring a sense of pro­ 
found awe and thanksgiving. 


"But to the great many who do 
not accept Christ as the 
Divine 
Son of God abd the redeeming 


Savior of mankind, Christmas 
is 
and will continue to be merely an 
excuse for wassailing." 
Dean Sayre, a grandson of Pres­ 
ident Woodrow Wilson, has been a 
major 
contributor 
to the inter­ 
denominational 
effort to restore 
the religious meaning of Christ­ 
mas. Holiday services in his high 
vaulted Gothic cathedral on Mount 
St. Albans have been broadcast to 
the nation by television and radio 
for the past several years and will 
be again this year. The cathed­ 
ral’s Christmas Eve service will 
be carired by CRS television and 
radio networks at IO p. rn. CST: 
the Christmas morning 
service 
by 
NBC 
television 
at IO a. rn. 
CST. 
Although he is gratified by pub­ 
lic interest in the cathedral’s serv 
ices, Sayre would not have any 
one nourish the idea that watch 
tag television is "just as good” as 
attending church in person, 
The place to be on Christmas 
eve and Christmas morning, 
he 
said, 
is "in your 
own 
church, 
thanking God with your own lips 
and in your own heart for 
his 
great 
Christmas 
gift 
to 
the 
world."

. lh* strly Romans named their new year in honor of Janus, a two­ 
faced god who was believed to have the power to look back over the 
past and. in a prophetic way. into the future. 
He was represented with a key in his hand, symbolizing his power 
to open doors and gateways, and tills holiday was one of great gayety. 
The festival was not observed in midwinter, but In the spring, when 
the Roman year began. At first the Roman ealendar had only ten 
months, but later January and February were placed at the beginning 
of the year and the New Year was celebrated on the first of January. 
As early as 747 B.C., the Romans gathered gifts of bay and palm 
for New Year’s presents. As the years passed and Rome prospered, 
the gifts became more elaborate and in time it became the custom to 
bestow them upon the emperor, • habit that contributed greatly to 
the wealth of the Caesar*. Claudius, recognizing the fact that the 
giving had graduated through the years from a voluntary tribute to a 
regarded duty. Issued a decree limiting the amount which might be 
given. 
Rome continued to celebrate the New Year until the Christian em­ 
perors. The idolatrous rites of the people, however, caused the church 
to ban Christians from participating in the celebrations, sod it was 
not until December 25 was legally fixed as the date of the Nativity 
that the church made January I a religious festival, in commemora­ 
tion of the circumcision of Jesus.

Much to Christmas 
Some 400 year* before Saint 
Nicholas, Bishop of Myra, par- 
formed the many acta of feneroe- 
tty and kindness which m%le his 
life a Creal legend and gave him 
th# "Santa Claut" character we 
know today, another Saint—St 
Francis af Assisi made other eon* 
tributioni Ie our celebration of 
Christmas. 
St Frauds tired ta Ola m n 
Italian Tillage of Garcia. In the 
year ISM AD., St Francis ar­ 
ranged die first manger acana hi a 
care near the monastery where he 
tired. The scene was typical of that 
at Bethlehem. There was a man­ 
ger filled with hay, an ox and an 
aaa. St Francis and his followers 
celebrated mass at the care and 
tang hymns in honor of the Christ 
Child. 
Himself a lover of music, Si 
Francis believed that the early 
chants (written In Latin) were too 
theological to be popular. He felt 
that Christmas music should be re­ 
ligious, yet should be more in keep­ 
ing with the festivity spirit He is 
generally credited with being the 
influence behind the more modem 
Christmas carols, which spread 
from Italy to Franca, from there 
to Germany; then to England and 
elsewhere. 


Christmas Caroling 


Js Custom Which 


Hogan Centuries c4go 


Christmas caroling, so much a 
part of our present-day observance 
of Chriitmas, is said to have begun 
about the 16th century. 
The first real Christmas carol Ic 
attributed to St Francis of Assist 
who made a model of the Bethle­ 
hem manger to help him tell his 
people the Christmas story. 
Christmas carols were then sup­ 
posedly taken from Italy to Eng­ 
land by the traveling clergy. The 
idea of caroling fitted into the Eng­ 
lish conception of Christmas as a 
combination of religious celebra­ 
tion and a day of good wilt so it 
flourished in that country. 
Little bands and groups of sing 
era which sprang up in the towns 
end villages were called "Waita.” 
A natural explanation of the name 
seems to be that it refers to watch­ 
ing and waiting, for Christmas Eve 
is called the Vigil of Christmas. 
As early aa December 21, which 
ie the day dedicated to St Thomas, 
mummer! and carolers would be­ 
gin going from door to dom, an­ 
nouncing the great feast at hand. 
It was natural for householders to 
ofter hospitality to these trouba- 
dors, and gradually in many pisces 
the custom of giving and receiving 
presents of various kinds was es­ 
tablished.

furnished inspiration for pleasing 
poetry and themes for some of 
the world’s greatest music. Paint­ 
ers have caught something of its 
spirit on canvas.

and stories that center about the 
day have been repeated and re­ 
corded aa more are gathered. 
There la one segment of Christ­ 
mas lore, however, that appears to 
be decreasing.

number of items from this lessen­ 
ing portion of our Christmas lore, 
all heard in southern Illinois, have 
been gathered and are offered 
here. , Perhaps they will suggest 
other ’similar bits to some older 
persons. 
If they are being passed 
on we do not know of it. 
A large number of the items of 
lore in this fieldfare those that 
would foretell something of com­ 
ing 
events. 
Many 
were 
once 
thought of as guides to approach­ 
ing weather. For instance, if there 
is a white Christmas it will be 
green at Easter, followed by a 
good crop year and plenty of fruit, 
particularly a fine peach crop if 
the wind blows from the south. 
Should Christmas be warm and 
green, Easter will be white, spring 
will be late and the crop year will 
not be so good. 
An icy time be­ 
tween Christmas and New Year 
also indicates a good crop year 
and the number of days between 
the first snowfall and Christmas 
will tell the number of snows to 
be expected during the winter. 
Perhaps 
the 
most 
elaborate 
method prescribed for foretelling 
the weather for each month of the 
coming year is the one making 
use of a dozen onions. 
The ritual 
using these onions should be car­ 
ried out between eleven o’clock 
and midnight on New Year ® Eve 
in the following manner here in­ 
dicated. 
Each of twelve onions is 
cut across the top and hollowed 
out about halfway down. 
All are 
then placed on a table in an east- 
west row 
and 
named 
for 
the 
months of the year. 
About an 
equal amount of salt is next placed 
in each hollowed top. After this, 
no one should go near the row 
of 
onions 
until 
the 
following 
morning. 
At that time some of the depres­ 
sions will be found to contain 
water while others may be dry. 
The amount of water in each 
cavity will indicate the relative 
amount of rainfall for the corres­ 
ponding month. 
We have often 
heard of this bit of weather lore 
and have known it to be tried. 
Snowy 
weather 
at 
Christmas 
time also foretells general good 
health for the next several months. 
If the ground 
is covered with 
snow, expect a green Easter and a 
“lean graveyard”. 
Should Christ­ 


mas 
be 
green 
Easter 
will 
be 
white, there will be more sickness 
and a “fat graveyard”. 
Good luck may be wooed by ty* 
in? a head of cabbage to the ceil­ 
ing and sticking nail® in it. 
lf 
no head of cabbage is available, 
equally good results may be had 
by eating sauerkraut for Chriat- 
mas dinner. 
Pork and blackeyed 
peas may be substituted. 
A number of the season’s super­ 
stitions relate to animals. 
Cows 
and other livestock kneel at mid­ 
night on Christmas Eve but woe 
betide the one who watches them. 
A folklorist in Indiana tells of a 
report that a woman who thus 
snooped suffered a stroke and 
could never again talk. On Christ­ 
mas Eve animals can understand 
what is said to them and can talk 
with 
spirits 
at 
midnight. 
If 
stables are cleaned during the 
Christmas-New Year week, witches 
will not hurt the stock during 
the coming year. 


Other Superstitions 


On Christmas Eve the spirits 
talk and children born on C hrist 
mas Day can see and understand 
them. The crowing of a rooster at 
night presages ill luck, unless the 
crowing 
be 
done 
during 
the 
Christmas season. 
Misfortune al­ 
so comes if evergreens used for 
decorations are left up after Jan­ 
uary. 
Those who take a bath b * 
tween Christmas and New Year 
will be clean all the year. 
Also, 
a fly must not be killed on Christ­ 
mas Day. 
If someone is curious about the 
identity of a future mate, that 
person needs only place the wish­ 
bone from 
the Christmas fowl 
above 
the 
doorway. 
The 
first 
eligible person passing beneath it 
will be that mate. 
Ashes must 
not be removed on Christmas Day 
and a woman must not knit or sew 
between that day and the fourth 
day of the New Year. 
If someone wishes 
guard hit 
dog against the danger of rabies 
for the coming year, let him feed 
the dog some silver filings on 
buttered toast at noon on Christ­ 
mas Day. 
If anyone wishes to 
know the number of gifts that he 
will receive, let him count the 
number of white spots in his fin­ 
gernails. 
The writer must be In 
for some dissappointment for he 
can’t find a single little white 
spot.

All year long the forester is very 
close to the trees and land in the 
forest 
He has worked and wor­ 
ried with the economies of timber 
harvest; he has been alert to pro­ 
tecting this same forest from all 
its enemies. 
The needs of wild­ 
life and forest recreation have been 
no 4 m all task. Inherently, his con­ 
cern is focused to the future as 
well as present problems as evi­ 
denced by the Timber Resource 
Review report on tho nation-wide 
forestry situation. 
But this is the Christmas season! 
A time when the forest literally 
invades our hornet. 
The Christ­ 
mas tree tradition is a beautiful 
story and Extension Forester A. 
M. Sowder, Extension Service has 
captured it well. 
The traditional use of evergreen 
trees during the Christmas season 
provides a time when all Ameri­ 
cans are brought in close contact 
with the fragrance and freshness 
of 
the forest. 
Christmas trees 
probably add more to mark the 
period of “peace on earth—good 
will toward men" than any other 
product of the foil. 
Indoors and 
outdoors Christmas trees have be­ 
come essential for decorative pur­ 
poses in the homes, in the parks 
and on the streets, in churches and 
business houses. 
The 
spreading 
branches serve most fittingly, too, 
as a delightful hiding place for 
Santa Claus’ presents for children 
and adults. Strangely enough, the 
first record of trimmed Christmas 
trees in the United States appears 
in the period of the American Rev­ 
olution when Hessian soldiers—re­ 
cently from Germany—made use 
of them. 
However, the practice 
did not gain much headway in this 
country until about the middle of 
the nineteenth century when, after 
a year of controversy and doubt, 
it became an established ^.custom 
in Cleveland, Ohio. 
At first, the trimmings, if any, 
consisted mostly of tufts of cotton, 
and strings of popcorn and cran­ 
berries. 
Other decorations were 
flowers, replicas of foodstuffs, pa­ 
per ornaments, and the like. Such 
trimmings have long since been 
replaced by factory-made highly 
colored ornaments, tinsels, strings 
of electric lights, and various nov­ 
elties. 
CUSTOM MAY HAVE STEMMED 
FROM A WINTRY SCENE 
The Christmas tree went through 
a long process of development 
A fully decorated twentieth cen­ 
tury tree bears little resemblance 
to its forebears. Some historians 
trace the lighted Christmas tree 
back to Martin Luther (1483-1546). 
The story is that while strolling 
throughout 
the countryside 
one 
Christmas Eve under a brilliant 
starlit sky, his thoughts turned to 
the nativity of the Christ Child. 
Luther was impressed with the 
beauty of the heavens and the win­ 
try landscape. 
He observed the 
snow-flecked evergreen tree* spar­ 
kling in the moonlight. Returning 
home, he related the experience to 
his family and attempted to repro­ 
duce the outdoor scene. To a small 
evergreen tree he attached light­ 
ed candles to simulate the reflec­ 
tions of the starlit heaven — the 
hea\£n that looked down over Beth­ 
lehem on the first Christmas Eve. 
This would date the first lighted 
Christmas tree prior to 1546. How­ 
ever, the use of candles apparently 
did not at once become firmly es­ 
tablished as a decoration because 
mention of the Christmas tree cus­ 
tom in Strasbourg a century later 
does not refer to lights. At first 
lights on a tree were considered 
ridiculous or “child’s play.** Un 
til about 1700, the Christmas tree 
custom appears to have been con­ 
fined to the Rhine River district. 
From 1700 on, when lights were 
accepted as part of the decora 
tkm s.th* Christmas tree was well 
on its way to becoming a trad! 
tion 
in Germany. 
During 
the 
American Revolution, the tradition 
of the Christmas tree crossed the 
Atlantic with the Hessian soldiers. 
A description of Christmas festive 
ties at Fort Dearborn, HI., in 1804 
mentions a Christmas tree. 
Finland is credited with having 
accepted the custom about 1800, 
Denmark 1810, Sweden 1820, and 
Norway about 1830. 
From these 
Scandinavian countries the custom 
spread to France 
and England 
about 1840. Records show that 35,- 
000 Christmas trees wert sold in 
Paris about 1890. 
TREES AND BOUGHS 
‘ * . 
USED FOR RITUALS 
Some folk trace the origin of 
the Christmas tree to an earlier 
period. Even before the Christian 
era, trees and boughs were used 
for ceremonials. Egyptians, in eel 
ebrating the winter solstice — or 
shortest day of the year — brought 
green date palms into their homes 
as a symbol of “life triumphant 
over death.** 
When the Romans 
observed the feast of Saturn, a 
part of the ceremony was the rais­ 
ing of an evergreen bough. 
The 
early Scandinavians are said to 
have done homage to the fir tree. 
To the Druids, sprigs of ever­ 
green in the house njeant eternal 
life; while tc the Norsemen, they 
symbolized the revival of the sun 
god Balder. To those who were in­ 
clined toward superstition, branch­ 
es of evergreens placed over the 
door kept out witches, ghosts, evil 
spirits, and the like. This does not 
mean that our Christmas tree cus­ 
tom evolved solely from pagan­ 
ism, any more than did some of 
the present-day use of greenery in 
various religious rituals. Trees and 
branches can be made purposeful 
as well as symbolic. In America 
the decorated Christmas trot has 
become aa accepted tradition dur­ 


ing yuletide and Christmas would 
seem barren without it. Through 
the years the tradition has bicorne 
so well instituted that no less than 
two-thirds of all American homes 
now 
use Christmas trees. 
The 
Christmas tree is a symbol of a 
living Christmas spirit aud brings 
into our lives a pleasant aroma 
redolent of the forest. To supple­ 
ment the tree, wreaths, yule logs, 
corsages, etc., have come into use. 
EVOLUTION OF DECORATIONS 
Just how the Christmas tree dec­ 
orations, other than lights, devel­ 
oped is not clear. It may be that 
tufts of cotton and strings of pop­ 
corn 
were 
used 
on the trees’ 
branches to represent snow, some­ 
what as Martin Luther used can­ 
dles to represent lights on the snow- 
flecked evergreens. 
Fruits, such 
as apples, were easy to attach to 
Christmas trees and provided de­ 
sirable 
color, 
as did strings of 
cranberries. Pictures or replicas 
of foodstuffs such as hams and 
bacons wert. once used as substi- 
lutes for the real items too heavy 
for slender branches. 
The idea of decorating trees may 
have been an outgrowth of a prac­ 
tice adopted by early dwellers of 
the forest. Certain foodstuffs were 
hung in trees to get them out of

The Latin origin of the 
word means “to dance in a ring,” 
and the earliest songs were usual­ 
ly accompaified by some sort of 
dance movements. 
Others seem 
to think the word stems from the 
same derivation as “chorus”. 
St. Francis of Assisi is reputed 
to have conducted a Christmas 
service singing the Gospel and 
giving the sermon, and is credited 
for the first significant carol. 
The ballad type of carol, now 
considered by musical writers as 
the true carol, is the folk song 
type, handed down from genera­ 
tion to generation. 


reach by prowling animals. 
On 
the other hand, trees were worship­ 
ped by many people and gifts of 
food were often hung in the branch­ 
es as offerings or sacrifices to the 
deities. 
Giving to others was a 
Christian trait, hence the gifts were 
hung in “Christian trees’* — or 
Christmas trees.”

It began in 1842, when a 16- 
year old apprentice engraver, Wil­ 
liam Maw Egley of Condon, Enc 
land, designed a card to send to 
his friends.

cluttered design, which depicted a 
formal banquet, a dancing party 
and a group of skaters. 
Beneath the illustration young 
Egley wrote, “A Merry Christmas 
and a Happy New Year to You”— 
a Yuletide greeting which still re­ 
mains the most popular ever writ­ 
ten. 
The first Christmas card to win 
complete acceptance was sent in 
1862 
by 
a 
London 
publisher, 
Charles Goodal & Sons. 
In the twenty years that Inter­ 
vened the idea had spread to the 
United States, and in 1874 a Bos­ 
ton lithographer, Louis Prang, Is­ 
sued his first Christmas curd, thus 
launching an industry. 
Prank’s Cards war 4 world fa­ 
mous for their beauty and crafts­ 
manship and sold for several dol­ 
lars each. 
They used few of the tradition­ 
al Christmas scenes, so familiar 
today, but instead depicted spring 
flowers, harvest scenes and chil­ 
dren at play. 
Many of Prang’s designs were 
borrowed from the paintings of 
Elihu Vedder, whose murals grace 
the Library of Congress in Wash 
ington, D. C.

Many customs, practices and be­ 
liefs have followed along with man 
through centuries of time, it may 
be of interest at this season to ob­ 
serve some of them, particularly 
those that have become attached 
to the world’s most widely observ­ 
ed anniversary, New Year. 
This does not necessarily mean 
the New Year is the most widely 
observed anniversary of Christen­ 
dom. Here it is rivalled by Christ­ 
mas. 
Observance of the advent 
of a new year, however, is made 
by many millions of people living 
in other than Christian countries. 
The date set aside by other peo- 
1 pie as a point from which to meas­ 
ure time is not always January 
I; in fact, the Western World has 
not always used the present New 
Year date. 
The two present anniversaries 
of Christmas and New Year once 
were observed together and with 
many of the present practices. Un­ 
til long after their beginning it was 
apparently not so much an ob- 
I servance of a particular day or 
days as it was the observance of 
’ a season of several days. 
Encouraged by Pope 
When a distinction was made 
between the two days and they 
became separated through church 
and state action, certain common 
practices of the season became 
attached to the one or the other 
of the days. Many of the customs 
that were consistent with Chris­ 
tian principles became a part of 
the Christmas festival.

This practice of borrowing from 
established customs was encour­ 
aged by Pope Gregory who, about 
300 A. D., wrote to Augustine of 
Canterbury, “Permit and even en­ 
courage such harmless, 
popular 
customs as are capable of Chria- 
tian interpretation.” With this ap­ 
proval of the church, many of the 
older customs in use took on a 
new significance. 
Though it is known that the cus­ 
tom of observing the beginning of 
a new year is an old one, consider­ 
able mystery surrounds its origin. 
It appears that the practice began 
at a very early" time and in wide­ 
ly separated places. Since we are 
more concerned with our own New 
Year, one of the explanations' of 
its origin may be of interest. 
In practically all of Europe a 
new year was thought of as begin­ 
ning with the winter solstice that 
occurs by our present calendar on 
December 21, the shortest day of 
the year. 
Since the days began 
to lengthen or “grow” after the 
solstice, it was only natural that 
they should reason that a new 
year had begun. 
Pagan man did not understand 
the reasons for the sun sinking 
lower in the sky each day as the 
winter 
season 
approached. 
He 
thought that some god was with­ 
drawing the sun and that unless 
the responsible god could be in­ 
duced to halt the lowering and re­ 
turn the sun, it would entirely dis­ 
appear below the horizon. 
Then 
there would be no more day; night 
alone would reign, winter would 
never end, there would not be an­ 
other growing 
season, and man 
would 
perish 
in the continuous 
night and winter. 


Hope is Renewed 


Primitive man, 
therefore, 
an­ 
tres ted his gods to halt the decline 
of the sun and to return it to its 
proper position higher ip the sky. 
, Incantations and sacrifices were 
I made and rituals and ceremonies 
wpre enacted to induce the gods 
to reverse the sun’s trend. When 
the winter solstice had passed and 
it became apparent that the tun 
had paused in its linking and was 
once more rising higher abova th# 
horizon each day, the joy of man 
was great. 
The “unconquerable 
sun" was once more returning to 
bless man with another growing 
season. 
Grateful as he naturally waTTor 
another summer and the opportun­ 
ity it offered him to continue liv­ 
ing, he gave' expression to his felt 
joy. 
He sang, feasted, danced, 
and otherwise expressed his hap­ 
piness. 
He implored the further 
good will of the gods and dealt 
kindly with his neighbor. His hope 
had been renewed. 
It was not 
strange, 
therefore, 
that 
when 
Christ came bringing a new spir­ 
itual hope to the world that the 
element of hope and .gratitude in 
the pagan custom was "capable 
of Christian interpretation."
